 Repentance in Sacred Scripture is ſometimes 
treated of by itſelf, and without any expreſs 
Mention, at the ſame Time, of Redemption by 
Chriſt, or of Faith in that Redemption; and 
ſome Parables in the Goſpels ſeem to have been 
delivered by our Lord in Commendation pecu- 
liarly of this Virtue or Grace of Repentance. 
Whence Adverſaries do infer, that Repentance 
is ſufficient by Itſelf to: Reconcile us to God; 
as alſo, that the Doctrine of ſuch Repentance is 
in a peculiar Manner the Goſpel of Chriſt, &c. 
But, it follows not ; For, the Things deliver'd 
by our Lord during His Prophetic Miniſtry on 
Earth, and Recorded by the Evangeh:ſts, were 
many of them, Preparatory to the fuller Mani- 
feſtation of His Kingdom after the Deſcent of 
the Holy Ghoſt; and therefore were not ſo 
clearly and fully Explained by our Lord Him- 
{elf Then, but remained to be more clearly 
and compleatly Revealed after that great Event.

not in the Books of the Four Evangel;bs only, 
but in the following Writings of the New Tea.

none of them without a Mixture of ſome of 
thoſe Expreſſions by Tampering Imaginers 
called Figurative, which do ſtill Allude and 
Refer to the Redemption by Chriſt : So that the 
Doctrine of that Redemption is ſaved even in 
Thoſe Diſcourſes and Parables. To which we 
may add, that ſuch Parables and Diſcourſes in 
the Evangeliſte, are but Few in Compariſon ;

of Chriſt; and there are Multitudes of Places, 
I ſay, in the other Scriptures beſides, all of 
equal Authority with the Former; in which 
Places the Whole of Man's Pardon of Sins with 
God is expreſsly put upon the Redemption by 
Chriſt alone: For which Reaſons, whatſoever 
is Otherwiſe, in ſome particular Places, ſaid of

Firſt, With Reſpect of the Deity, and of 
His Relation to us as our. Creator and Father; 
It is to be ſaid, as above, that He is not our 
Creator and Father in the Order, nor with the 
Reſpets which theſe: Men imagine. For, as 
we are Fallen Creatures, He is indeed our Fa- 
ther, but not properly and immediately as He 
is our Creator, but as He had Covenanted to be, 
and is ſince become our Gracious Redeemer and 


Saviour. For, had not the Deity had This 


Mercy for Man, in the State we had brought 
ourſelves into, through Sin; God, conſidered 
only as our Creator, — — 2 — 1 * 
ther, but an Avenging Judge, and a Con ſu 

Fire. It is of His — Mercy in 2 
intervening, that He is become our Father 
that His Mercy us above all Hu Works; an 
that He is become chiefly Benevolence and Pro- 
pi tiouſne ſe to Man, even by Communicating ta 
us the Spirit of His Son, whereby we have now 
a right to cry Abba, Father ; and not as Pro- 
pittouſneſs ſimply conſidered, Propttiouſneſs to 
His Creatures according to the Perſonal Wor- 
thineſs of Each, is one of His Moral Attributes, 


This kind of Propztiouſneſs is neither one of 


His Moral, nor any other, Attributes, So far 
from it, that were not the Deity on ſome o- 
ther Account Propitious to Man, than for the 
Perſonal Worthineſs of Each, He ſhould in Re- 


_ ality 
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ality be Propitious to Nons; No Fleſh upon that 
Footing ſhould be Save. 
And thus much is plainly_Revealed in the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old Teſtament, both 
concerning our Nlation to God ar Fu Chil- 
Aren, and our Acceptance with Him by our Re- 
deemer. I will not here inſiſt on the whole 
Order of the Sacrißcet and Services of the for- 
mer Diſpenſation, which were given even for 
Graphical Deſcriptions'of this Affair, and upon 
the Plan of which the Deſcrzptions, Prophecies, 
and Precepts of almoſt the whole Old Teſtament 
were Penn'd ; but ſhalF paſs on to ſuch parti- 
cular Paſſages as I find occaſionally delivered 

by the Prophets on theſe Points. Now, + 
In theſe Paſſages, though our Relation to 
the Deity -as Hu Children, is ſometimes men- 
tioned as following our Dependance upon Him 
as His Creatures, yet are we to take this with 
due Diſtinction, to be ſpoken, not of our For- 
mer, but of our Latter, or New Creation 5 For, 
this Creation (to which our Son ſbip is ſo men- 
tioned as Appurtenant) is at the ſame time de- 
ſeribed to be a New At even by our Redemp- 
tion ſince the Fall intervening, and by the Ope- 
ration of the Holy Ghoſt. Thus the Divine Sa- 
viour tells His Spiritual Iſrael, that even by 
. them, He hath Called them by their 
5 and they are HIS.

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| BY Wherefore alſo theſe Redeemed do Confeſs
